ENTRANCE 

The press area in the Bryant-Denny Stadium Press Box is located on the sec- 
ond level on the west side of the Stadium. The entrance to the press box is 
through the press elevator, located near Gate 11. The elevator will be in operation 
three hours prior to kickoff. Media Will Call is at ticket window 8 located at the 
northwest corner of the end zone complex adjacent to gate 3 of Bryant-Denny 
Stadium. 


RADIO/TELEVISION/COACHES 

Located on the main press level, there is a primary live television broadcast 
booth and a booth available for tape-delay telecasts. This level also accommo- 
dates booths for both home and visiting radio crews and Alabama and visiting 
coaches’ booths. Only those with appropriate passes will be admitted to these 
booths. 


CREDENTIALS 
edia credentials are available only to working members of the media who 
represent accredited outlets who are actively covering the event. All credential 
requests must be made through the Crimson Tide’s online credentialing system. 
For further information, contact Roots Woodruff at rwoodruff@ia.ua.edu. 


PHOTO DECK 
This level, located in front of the main press box at Bryant-Denny Stadium, 
offers ample space for still photographers, network TV cameras and coaches’ 
film crews. 


SIDELINES 

Alabama follows NCAA and SEC rules regarding media representatives on the 
sidelines. 

* Credentials must be visible in order to gain access to the field. 

+ All photographers/videographers on the sideline must be there in a working 
capacity with equipment. 

« Photographers are not permitted to shoot between the 25-yard lines. 

* No credentials will be issued to freelance photographers, cutline writers, 
equipment carriers or radio station representatives, except for the two teams’ 
broadcast originating networks. 
+ Affiliate TV stations are not allowed the services of a grip and credentials will 
not be provided for them. 
* No one under 18 years of age will be issued a credential for sideline access. 

* Photographers or videographers are considered working members of the 
media and they are to refrain from cheering or talking to players, coaches or 
officials. 
* Photographers should contact Associate SID Roots Woodruff for further infor- 
mation at (205) 348-2088. 
* Photographers may send photos from the Alabama Photo Room located in 
the southeast corner on the field level of Bryant-Denny Stadium. Contact Roots 
Woodruff to reserve space. 
* Not conforming to any of the above listed guidelines will result in the immedi- 
ate dismissal from the stadium by Event Management staff. 


PRESS BOX SERVICES 

Complete individual and team statistics, running play-by-play, post-game 
coaches’ quotes and game facts will be distributed to members of the work- 
ing media. Press kits are provided 60 minutes prior to kickoff, or earlier upon 
request. Press kits include flip card, updated statistics for each team, conference 
statistics and game-day notes. A pregame meal will be served beginning 90 
minutes before kickoff. Soft drinks will be available throughout the game. 


PARKING 

Media parking is located in lots nearby Bryant-Denny Stadium. Because of 
limited space, requests for parking should be made with credential requests. 
It should not be assumed that parking passes will be provided with all media 
credentials. 


WIRELESS/ETHERNET INTERNET 
Wireless internet is available in the Bryant-Denny Stadium Press Box. In addi- 
tion, a limited number of Ethernet lines are also available. 


PRO SCOUTS 

Despite severe space limitations, scouts of professional football teams are is- 
sued press credentials. Credentials should be requested two weeks prior to the 
date of the game to guarantee availability and should be requested online. For 
further details contact Roots Woodruff at rwoodruff@ia.ua.edu. 


SATELLITE TRUCKS 

Any outlet using a satellite truck must request satellite truck access and have 
a truck in place at least five hours prior to kickoff (example: 2 p.m. for a 7 p.m. 
kickoff). Satellite trucks arriving less than five hours prior to kickoff may be de- 
nied access to the stadium. Requests for parking area for satellite trucks must 
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be made by noon Wednesday prior to Saturday games and must be confirmed 
through Doug Walker or Roots Woodruff. No other vehicles will be allowed to 
park with the satellite truck and all credentials for personnel must be included in 
the online request.

HEAD COACH NICK SABAN 

All interview requests for head coach Nick Saban are coordinated through 
Associate A.D. for Football Communications Jeff Purinton at (205) 348-3631 or 
jourinton@ia.ua.edu. Coach Saban will meet with the media each Monday pre- 
ceding a game at 11:45 a.m. (CT) in the Naylor Stone Media Room on the second 
floor of the Mal M. Moore Athletic Building. Coach Saban will participate in the 
SEC head coaches’ weekly teleconference with the other 11 league coaches each 
Wednesday at 10:35 a.m. (CT). He will also meet with the media immediately 
following practice on Wednesday afternoon in the Naylor Stone Media Room. 
In addition, Coach Saban is available by request between noon and 1:00 p.m. on 
Tuesday through Thursday. 


PLAYERS 

All player interviews must be coordinated through the Alabama Media Rela- 
tions Office and must be requested at least one day in advance. Several players 
will be available each week following Coach Saban’s Monday press conference 
if their class schedule permits. Phone interviews should be requested through 
Assistant SID Josh Maxson. In addition to Monday’s press luncheon, players are 
also available following Tuesday and Wednesday practices. Team locker rooms 
are off limits to media representatives at all times. Media members are not per- 
mitted to call players at any time or talk to players on Sunday, Thursdays or 
Fridays. 


POST-GAME 

The University of Alabama observes and abides by Southeastern Conference 
policy regarding equal access to all members of the working media. Coach Sa- 
ban will conduct his post-game news conference at home games approximately 
10 minutes after the game in the Media Room located on the second floor of the 
North End Zone complex. His news conference also can be heard in the press 
box. The Alabama locker room is closed. Requested players will be brought 
to the Media Room following Coach Saban’s post-game news conference. The 
opposing coach will conduct his post-game news conference in the South End 
Zone Media Room across the tunnel from the visiting team locker room. 


PRACTICE ACCESS 

Alabama football practices are open to the media on Monday through 
Wednesday from the beginning of practice until team or group work begins. 
Media members should request to have their name placed on a practice pass list 
for admission to practices.

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Alabama looks to build on last year’s success. 


The Alabama Crimson Tide returns 14 starters and 55 lettermen this season 
with 24 lettermen on offense, 28 on defense and all of the specialists. Back 
for the 2009 season with the Tide are All-Americans Terrence Cody and 
Rolando McClain along with All-SEC performers Javier Arenas, Mike Johnson 
and Julio Jones. Alabama is also armed with one of the nation’s top freshman 
classes that, combined with the returning roster, gives the Crimson Tide a 
potent attack on both sides of the football for their run through the South- 
eastern Conference. > 
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OFFENSE 


Alabama must replace seven starters from last year’s squad on offense, but a talented group is waiting 
in line to take their place. Senior guard Mike Johnson returns to anchor the offensive line along with right 
tackle Drew Davis. Both wide receivers also return with Julio Jones and Mike McCoy forming a potent 
combination on the outside. Both Johnson and Jones were second-team All-SEC selections a year ago 
while Jones was the SEC Freshman of the Year and a Freshman All-American. The Tide must replace 
departed three-year starting quarterback John Parker Wilson along with first-team All-American center 
Antoine Caldwell and Outland Trophy winning left tackle Andre Smith. Those losses only provide an 
opportunity for players that have patiently been waiting for their chance to shine. The offensive line will 
see the likes of William Viachos, David Ross, James Carpenter, John Michael Boswell and Tyler Love step 
to the forefront while Greg McElroy appears to be the heir apparent at quarterback. Sophomore Mark 
Ingram should step into the starting spot at running back after pounding out 743 yards as a freshman in 
2008. The tight end position also seems to be well tended with transfer Colin Peek, sophomore Brad 
Smelley, junior Preston Dial and redshirt freshman Michael Williams.

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DEFENSE 


The defensive side of the ball enters the fall as possibly one of the top units in all of college football. The 
Crimson Tide defense, led by defensive coordinator Kirby Smart, returns nine starters from a unit that 
finished third nationally in total defense, second in rush defense and seventh in scoring defense. UA 
must replace All-American free safety Rashad Johnson and defensive end Bobby Greenwood, but expe- 
rience abounds on this young and hungry defense. Alabama returns six of its front seven including all 
four linebackers while All-American noseguard Terrence ‘Mount’ Cody anchors the interior of the Tide’s 
defensive line. Third-team Associated Press All-American Rolando McClain spearheads the Crimson Tide 
defense from his spot at middle linebacker. He led the team with 95 tackles, 12 tackles for loss and broke 
up six passes. Joining McClain in the linebacking corps is sophomore Dont’a Hightower, who was a 
Freshman All-American, along with senior Cory Reamer. Senior Brandon Deaderick will also hold down 
his defensive end spot from a year ago while former starting noseguard Lorenzo Washington moves out 
to the other defensive end spot. The secondary has to absorb the loss of Johnson, but returns 55 starts 
at the other three spots between All-SEC corner Javier Arenas, Kareem Jackson and safety Justin 
Woodall. The lone newcomer to the defensive backfield is sophomore safety Robby Green. The Tide’s 
nickel and dime packages are loaded with experience as well with seniors Tyrone King and Marquis 
Johnson. 
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The all-important special teams units from last season remain fully in place. Veteran Leigh Tiffin returns 
to handle Alabama’s place-kicking and kickoff duties. Tiffin has excelled as the Tide’s place-kicker over 
the past two seasons and enters his senior year as a candidate for the Lou Groza Award after being 
named a semifinalist last year. He was again ranked nationally in field goals per game (1.43) and scoring 
(7.57). Tiffin ranks fifth on the Tide’s all-time kick-scoring list with 253 points entering the year and the 
two of the top three kick-scoring seasons in school history. Senior punter PJ. Fitzgerald has started 
every game for the Crimson Tide over the last three years and has 40 starts. He turned in the best 
season of his career in 2008, averaging 41.1 yards per kick with 15 inside the opponent's 20-yard line. 
Fitzgerald also netted a career-best 37.1 yards per boot. Senior long snapper Brian Selman is set to 
handle the Tide’s long snapping duties again in 2009. Electrifying return man Javier Arenas is back as 
the deep man on kickoff and punt returns this season for Alabama. Last season, Arenas returned a 
school and SEC-record three punts for touchdowns while averaging 15.85 yards per punt return, which 
ranked sixth nationally. He is the NCAA active leader in punt returns and the Alabama record holder with 
six career punt returns for touchdowns. He also averaged 23.6 yards on 26 kickoff returns a year ago.

Curt Cignetti joined the Crimson Tide football coaching staff in February of 2007 as receivers coach and recruiting coordinator. The recently 
completed 2008 and 2009 signing classes were listed by most recruiting analysts among the nation’s best. 

In his second year at the Capstone, Cignetti coached wide receiver Julio Jones as he established school freshman records for receiving yards 
(924) and receptions (58). Jones was recognized as the AP Freshman of the Year in the SEC and also earned Freshman All-America honors. The 
true freshman had an outstanding performance in the SEC Championship Game against Florida with five catches for 124 yards 

Cignetti coached D.J. Hall in 2007 as he established Alabama records for career receiving yards and receptions. Hall, who also set the school 
mark for single season receptions in 2007, was one of three SEC receivers to reach the 1,000-yard mark that year. 

Entering his 27th season in the college coaching ranks, Cignetti spent the previous seven seasons as tight ends coach, recruiting coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach at North Carolina State. He served as recruiting coordinator while coaching tight ends (from 2000-02 and 2005-06) and 
quarterbacks (2003-04). In 2005, Cignetti was ranked among the nation’s top 25 recruiters by Rivals.com. Among the players Cignetti coached 
during his tenure with the Wolfpack was the ACC Player of the Year, quarterback Philip Rivers in 2003. Rivers set ACC records for passing yards 
(4,491) and touchdown passes (34) while leading the country in completion percentage (72.0) and passing efficiency (170.5). He also coached first 
team All-ACC tight end Sean Berton in 2002 and second team All-ACC tight ends TJ Williams (2005) and Anthony Hill (2006). 

Prior to working with the Wolfpack, Cignetti spent six seasons (1994-99) on the staff at the University of Pittsburgh. As recruiting coordinator 
during his six seasons at Pitt, he coached tight ends for the Panthers from 1994-96 and in 1999, and coached the quarterbacks in 1997-98. Among 
Cignetti’s future NFL players at Pittsburgh were quarterback Pete Gonzalez, tight end John Jones and tight end Kirk McMullen. Cignetti was 
quarterbacks coach at Temple from 1989-92, coached quarterbacks at Rice from 1986-88 and coached quarterbacks and receivers at Davidson in 
1985. Cignetti began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Pittsburgh in 1983-84 

As aplayer, Cignetti played quarterback at West Virginia University from 1979-82. During his playing career, Cignetti played on teams that made 
consecutive bowl appearances in 1981-82 (1981 Peach Bowl and 1982 Gator Bowl). He was honored with the Lewis D. Meisel Award for academic 
excellence and the A.C. “Whitey” Gwynn Award for character while playing for the Mountaineers. 


Cignetti hails from a family that has deep coaching roots. His father, Frank, was head coach at West Virginia and Indiana University of Pennsylvania, 
racking up 199 career victories before retiring at the conclusion of the 2005 season. Curt’s brother, Frank Jr, is also a veteran of the college coaching 
ranks and is currently the offensive coordinator at Pittsburgh.

Bo Davis is in his third season with the Crimson Tide football staff as defensive line coach. Davis joined the Alabama staff after serving the 
2006 season as an assistant strength and conditioning coach and assistant defensive line coach with the Miami Dolphins under Nick Saban. 

The Alabama defensive line saw great improvement in 2008, which helped the Crimson Tide develop into one of the top defensive units 
overall nationally. Davis added Terrence Cody to the starting lineup at noseguard and the junior was named an All-American in his first season. 
Alabama ranked second nationally in terms of rush defense, allowing just 74.1 yards per game on the ground. UA also ranked among the top

ASSISTANT HEAD COACH / OFFENSIVE LINE COACH 


A veteran coach with impressive credentials from the pro and college ranks, Joe Pendry is in his third year at Alabama serving as assistant 
head coach and offensive line coach. 

Pendry’s experience was the key in the development of what many analysts regarded as the nation’s best offensive line in 2008. The group 
of Andre Smith, Mike Johnson, Antoine Caldwell, Marlon Davis and Drew Davis only missed a total of four starts between the five of them and 
cleared the way for one of the nation’s top rushing attacks. Smith won the Outland Trophy and was a consensus All-American while Caldwell 
earned consensusAll-America honors. Johnson was a second-team All-SEC selection. 

In 2007, Pendry saw Smith earn first team All-SEC honors and win the Jacobs Blocking Trophy as the league’s top offensive lineman. In ad- 
dition, Caldwell was a second team AIlI-SEC selection playing all three positions on the offensive line. 

With 19 years of NFL coaching experience, Pendry joined head coach Nick Saban’s staff in January of 2007. Pendry has worked with six 
different NFL clubs and has been to the playoffs 11 times in his career. His most recent stop was with the Houston Texans, where he served as 
offensive line coach and offensive coordinator in 2004 and 2005. Prior to that, Pendry worked for three years under Dom Capers at the Carolina 
Panthers from 1995-97. Carolina posted a 27-23 overall record with one NFC championship game appearance over those three seasons. He has 
served as an offensive coordinator with four NFL teams (Houston, Carolina, Buffalo and Kansas City) 

A native of Matheny, WVa., Pendry was a three-sport star at Oceana High School, excelling in football, basketball and track. He was an 
all-state selection in football and basketball and was the West Virginia High School Lineman of the Year in 1964. Pendry played two seasons 
at West Virginia University (1965-66) before a career-ending injury allowed him to become a student coach (1967-68) before becoming a 
graduate assistant coach in 1969. He remained on the WVU staff as freshman coach (1970), wide receivers coach (1971-72), offensive line coach 
(1973-74) and offensive coordinator (1976-77) 

Pendry also had collegiate coaching stints at Kansas State (1975), Pittsburgh (1978-79), and Michigan State (1980-81) before moving to the 
professional ranks. He was an assistant coach with the USFL’s Philadelphia Stars (1982-83) before becoming head coach of the Pittsburgh 
Maulers in 1984. In 1985, he began his NFL coaching career, where he spent 19 seasons. 

Pendry is a 1969 graduate of West Virginia University with a degree in physical education. Pendry and his wife, the former Sandi Barbera, 
have two children, Joe Jr., and Jill Koeppel, and four grandchildren.

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR / SECONDARY COACH 


Kirby Smart is in his third season with the Alabama football staff as secondary coach and second as defensive coordinator. A former stand- 
out defensive back and scholar-athlete at Georgia, Smart brings an impressive blend of college and pro coaching experience to the Crimson 
Tide. 

The Alabama defense was rated among the nation’s best in 2008. The Tide finished third in total defense (263.5 ypg) and seventh in scoring 
defense (14.3 ppg) in the final NCAA stats. Senior captain Rashad Johnson earned All-America honors as well as first-team All-SEC recognition 
after intercepting five passes, including two for touchdowns. Alabama recorded 15 interceptions in 2008 and brought back four of those for 
scores. 

Under Smart’s guidance in 2007, Johnson led the SEC with six interceptions and earned first team All-SEC honors along with cornerback 
Simeon Castille. A third member of the Alabama secondary, Kareem Jackson, was honored at the end of the season as a second team Sporting 
ews Freshman All-American. 

Smart joined the Tide after spending the 2006 season as safeties coach with head coach Nick Saban and the NFL’s Miami Dolphins. Prior to 
his stint with the Dolphins, Smart spent six years on the collegiate level with Georgia (1999 and 2005), LSU (2004), Florida State (2002-03), 
and Valdosta State (2000-01).

Alabama football boasts a rich tradition that dates 
back for more than a century. The winningest 
program in SEC annals, Alabama has won 21 SEC 
Championships and 12 National Championship in 
its 14-year history 


tt all began with University of Alabama law student 
Willam G Little who learned how to play 
American football while attending prep school in 
Andover, Massachusetts. He began teaching the 
sport to fellow Alabama students in early 1892 
Later in the year, the school formed an official 
team of 19 players, with Little as captain and E.B 
Beaumont as the team's head coach, Among those 
also on the team was William 8. Bankhead, future 
U.S. Speaker of the House, and Bibb Graves, future 
govemor of Alabama, The team was referred to as 
the “Cadets”, the "Crimson White", or simply as 
“The Varsity”, Following the 1907 season, the team 
adopted the "Crimson Tide” nickname 


Shortly after the end of the 1922 season in which 
he led Alabama in the victory over Penn, head 
coach Xen C. Scott passed away and Brown Uni- 
versity alum Wallace Wade was hired as Alabama's 
new head coach. Intent on building a dynasty after 
Wade led the team to its first national champion- 
ship with a win over Washington in the 1926 Rose 
Bowl, athletics director George Denny took advan- 
tage of the team's newfound popularity and began 
advertising the University of Alabama in metro- 
politan New York City newspapers, Students, 
football players and fans alike from the Northeast 
began enrolling at Alabama at such a rate that by 
1930, over one-third of the student body was out 
of-state. Wade led the Crimson Tide to two more 
National titles before taking the head coaching 
position at Duke in 1931 


Frank Thomas, a former quarterback for a Notre 
Dame squad ted by Knute Rockne, was hired to 
replace Wade. Thomas led the tearn to continued

success and two more national championships 
before health issues forced him to retire after 
14-year tenure with the team. Among the players 
that Thomas coached were Harry Gilmer, Don 
Hutson, and Paul "Bear" Bryant. 


Bryant returned to his alma mater in December 
1957, after leaving his head coaching position at 
Texas A&M, In his fourth season (1961), Bryant led 
the Crimson Tide to their sixth national champion- 
ship, which included Bryant's first bow! victory 
with Alabama. From 1961] to 1966, Alabama went 
60-5-1 (,917), which also included four Southeast- 
ern Conference Championships, two undefeated 
seasons and three national championships. During 
the 1970s, the Crimson Tide was again one of the 
most dominant teams In college football, winning 
eight conference titles and three national champi- 
onships. Alabama posted a 103-16-1 (863) during 
the decade. 


During his tenure at Alabama, Bryant led Alabama 
to a 232-46-9 record, His achievements included 
six national championships, 13 Southeastern Con- 
ference titles, and 11 bow! victories, In his 25 
seasons, he led the Crimson Tide to 24 consecutive 
bow! appearances. At the time of his retirement, 
Bryant was the winningest college football coach 


Gene Stallings, a former member of Bryant's 
famed “Junction Boys” at Texas A&M, had an 
amazing seven-year run with the Tide from 
1990-96, leading UA to the school's 12th national 
title in 1992 


Nick Saban is making his mark on the fide 
program in his third season as head coach. He led 
Alabama to a 12-2 record last season and the SEC 
Western Division Championship and ¢ berth in the 
school’s second BCS bowl game as the tradition

ORIGINS 
OF THE 
NAME 
CRIMSON 
TIDE 


In early newspaper accounts of 
Alabama football, the team was 
simply listed as the “varsity” or the 
“Crimson White” after the school 
colors. The first nickname to become 
popular and used by headline writers 


was the “Thin Red Line.” The 
nickname was used until 1906. The 
name “Crimson Tide” Is supposed to 
have first been used by Hugh 
Roberts, former sports editor of The 
Birmingham Age-Herald, He used 
“Crimson Tide” in describing an 
Alabama-Auburn game played in Bir- 
mingham In 1907, the last football 
contest between the two schools 
until 1948 when the series was 
resumed. The game was played in a 
sea of mud and Auburn was a heavy 
favorite to win. But, evidently, the 
“Thin Red Line” played a great game 
in the red mud and held Auburn to a 
6-6 tie, thus gaining the name 
“Crimson Tide.” Zipp Newman, 
former sports editor of The Birming- 
ham News, probably popularized the 
name more than any other writer.

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With a recent $47 million renovation and 
another $80 million project currently in con- 
struction, Bryant-Denney Stadium is truly one of 
the top football facilities in the nation. The 
current seating capacity of 92,138, makes 
Bryant-Denny Stadium the eighth-largest on- 
campus football stadium in the nation. 


The current renovation project will push 
Capacity over 101,000 with an additional 36 
skyboxes and 1,700 club seats, This coming 
renovation marks the fourth expansion of this 
magnificent edifice since 1988 and the seventh 
time Bryant-Denny Stadium has been expanded 
since it was originally completed in 1929. Other 
expansions were completed in 1946, 1961, 1966, 
1988, 1998 and 2006. 


The 2006 expansion project, which began 
Immediately following the 2004 football season, 
also added three levels of premium seating, a 
pair of large video scoreboards in the north end 
zone and state-of-the-art wrap-around display 
boards situated on the facades of the east and 
west upper decks

A unique aspect of the “new” stadium is a plaza 
connecting the stadium with University Boule- 
vard. The plaza, which quickly became a focal 
point on game-day Saturdays, honors Alabama's 
national championship coaches and commemo- 
rates the Tide's 12 national and 21 SEC titles. 


The 2006 expansion added 38 luxury skyboxes, 
bringing the total number of skyboxes in the 
stadium to 123. The current expansion will 
increase that number to 159 skyboxes, Also 
added was a club level area and traditional upper 
deck seating. Office space is also included, as 
well as a home team locker room located in the 
north end zone. A state-of-the-art sound system 
was installed in 2005. 


Since those early games, a number of projects 
have expanded Bryant-Denny Stadium to its 
current capacity of 92,138. When Alabama and 
Hawal'i met to open the 2006 season, a sellout 
crowd marked the largest crowd to view a 
college football game in the state of Alabama 


Included in the 1998 east side expansion were 
10,000 bleacher seats and two spiral walkways to 
give the stadium a more symmetrical appear- 
ance, A total of 81 skyboxes, on two levels, were 
also added, The skyboxes were built in two sizes, 
24-seat capacity (18) and 16-seat capacity (64). 
In 1999, four additional skyboxes were added and 
a scoreboard with video replay capabilities was 
added to the south end 


Other recent additions to Bryant-Denny Stadium 
include two east side reception areas for Scholar- 
Ship and A-Club level patrons, These areas are 
located above the center entrance on the east 
side and include rooms large enough to host 
receptions and pre-game meal functions. A bank 
of lights was also added on the east side, 


The 2008 season was only the eighth time in the 
Stadium's history that Alabama has played all of 
its home games at Bryant-Denny. From 1900 
until 2003, Alabama played at least one home 
game at Birmingham's Legion Field 


The Crimson Tide owns an impressive 218-46-3 
(.822) all-time record in Tuscaloosa as more than 
seven million fans have witnessed the Crimson 
Tide play in 98 home games over the last 18 
seasons.

The league began play in 1933 
with 13 schools - Alabama, Aubum, Florida, Georgia, Georgia Tech, Kentucky, LSU, Ole Miss, Missis- 
sippi State, Sewanee, Tennessee, Tulane and Vanderbilt 


Alabama won the league's first conference title in 1933 by virture of its 5-0-1 conference record

The Crimson Tide tore through their 2008 SEC slate with a perfect 8-0 mark in the regular season to 
capture the school’s sixth SEC Western Division Championship since 1992. Alabama opened the league 


slate with a 49-14 thrashing of Arkansas in Fayetteville and followed that with a resounding 41-30 win 
to blackout No. 3 Georgia in Athens, The Tide then returned home to take care of business at Bryant 
De Stadium against Kentucky (17-14) and Mississippi (24-20). Next on the slate was a visit to Ten- 


nessee and ail that was remaining inside Neyland Stadium when the clock ticke: 
boisterous contingent of Crimson and White as the Tide rolled to a 29-9 win. A trip to Bayou was 
next in line for Alabama as Nick Saban Jed his Crimson Tide into his old stomping grounds in Ba 
Rouge and emerged with a 27-21 overtime win, After a 32-7 whipping of Mississippi State in Tuscaloo 
the Tide closed out its perfect conference record with 36-0 dismantling of rival Auburn

Led by quarterback Pat Trammell, center/linebacker Lee Roy Jordan and 
two-way line star Billy Neighbors, Alabama ascended to the pinnacie of 
the college ball world, winning all 11 dames and beina named the No 
1 team in America 


Alabama outscored |ts foes 297-25 and after Tennessee managed a field 
goal ina 34-3 loss to the Tide, no one scored again until Arkansas equaled 
that three-point output in the Sugar Bowl. North Carolina State, ted by 
future NFL star quarterback Roman Gabriel, fell to the Tide 26-7; the 
seven points were the most yielded to an opponent during the entire 
season. 


Neighbors was a Unanimous All-America selection while Jordan and 
Trammell were second-team picks. It would be the first of six national title 
runs for Bryant during his 25-year career at Alabama 
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Gimpy-legged Joe Namath aired his immense talents to a nationally- 
televised audience in the first ever night Orange Bow! game. Namath and his 
teammates contendedthen and now the star quarterback scored what would 
have been a came winner on a sneak play from the Conghorn six-inch line in 
the fourth quarter. One official ruled him in, the other out. and in the end it 
was a 21-17 Texas win. 


Despite the controversial loss to Texas, Alabama was the AP and UPI national 
champion, Namath's knee injury vs. North Carolina State gave backup Steve 
Stoan the chance to lead the Tide to wins over Florida, Tennessee, Mississippi 
State and LSU. Namath, who came off the bench in the final minutes against 
Georgia Tech, sparked a 24-7 .win over the Yellow Jackets that ended the

The 1965 edition of the Alabama Crimson Tide got off to a slow start, losing 
its first game of the season to Georgia 18-17. However, the Crimson Tide 
quickly rebounded with wins over Tulane, Ole Miss and Vanderbilt, Alabama 
finished off the season with a 30-3 thumpina of in-state rival Auburn, This 
victory also gave the Crimson Tide the SEC title, their second in a row. 


The Crimson Tide's season earned them a No, 4 tanking and an Invitation to 
the 1966 Orange Bow! where they would face the Nebraska Cornhuskers, The 
national title seemed a long shot for both teams but with number one 
Michigan State falling to UCLA in the Rose Bow! and number two Arkansas 
losing to LSU in the Cotton Bow! earlier in the day, it appeared that the 
outcome of the Orange Bowl would decide the national champion, 


The two teams traded blows for much of the game but the arm of Steve Sloan 
proved too much for the Huskers, Sloan went 20-of-28 passing to break the 
Orange Bow! pass completion record set just one year earlier by fellow Tide 
Quarterback Joe Namath. Sloan finished the game with 296 passing yards, 
also setting an Orange Bow! standard and giving Alabama a 39-28 victory 
and the 1965 national championship,

It was the first meeting ever between the two giants of college football and 
the game was promoted so heavily even the fans tired of all the advance pub- 
licity, It was "The Game” of all-time in a jot of ways, and it certainly lived up

Notre Dame won, 24-23, in ane of the all-time classics of college football. it 
had everything you could want in a football game and Notre Dame vaulted 
from third to first in the final AP rankings.

Coach Bryant's 1978 Alabama Crimson Tide squad started off the season with

loss of the season came at the hands of the USC Trojans In Birmingham Ina 
28-14 battle. Alabama then tore through eight straight opponents on its way 
to a No, 2 ranking and a bid to play in the 1979 Sugar Bowl against Joe 
Paterno’s No. }-ranked Penn State Nittany Lions, 
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The game was close and physical all the way to the end with Alabama out- 
gaining Penn State on the ground 208-19 and Penn State outgaining 
Alabama through the air 163-91.

Former Alabama linebacker Woodrow Lowe was selected to the 2009 class of the College 
Football Hall of Fame. Lowe was one of the Crimson Tide’s all-time great linebackers, playing for 
legendary coach Paul “Bear” Bryant from 1972-75. He is one of just two Alabama players to be 
named a three-time All-American, earning the honor from 1973-75. 


Lowe becomes the 21st Alabama player to be selected into the College Football Hall 
of Fame, joining UA greats such as Bryant, Comelius Bennett, John Hannah, Frank 
Howard, Lee Roy Jordan, Johnny Musso and Ozzie Newsome. Lowe, the 1973 
Churchman’s National Defensive Sophomore of the Year, set the Alabama single- 
season record with 134 tackles during that season, a mark that still stands today. 
That season the Crimson Tide played in the Sugar Bow! and was named the 

UP! National Champions. 


As a junior in 1974, Lowe earned consensus All-America honors and 
led the Crimson Tide to a third straight SEC title and a berth in the 
Orange Bowl As a senior in 1975, Lowe again earned first-team 
All-America honors and served as team captain for the 

Crimson Tide as Alabama captured Its fourth straight SEC 

title and a trip to the Sugar Bow! where they beat Penn 

State, 13-6. 


Lowe was Alabama's all-time leading tackler with 
31S when he finished his career in 1975 and still 
ranks third in career stops at the Capstone.

When Nick Saban’s Crimson Tide rolls, Bama 
ans will hear all the action on the Crimson Tide 
Sports Network (CTSN). More than 50 radio sta- 
ons in Alabama and around the south will broad- 
cast Alabama football games in 2009. CTSN is 
a joint venture of Learfield Communications and 
nternational Sports Properties. 
For the 20th football season, the voice of 
he Tide will be Eli Gold. A nationally known 
sportscaster, Eli is also the host of “NASCAR 
Live’, a weekly, nationally syndicated radio call-in 
show. He has also done play-by-play for NFL, 
Arena Football League and NHL games on radio 
and television. 

Former Alabama assistant Phil Savage will join 
the network as the color analyst. A Mobile native, 
Savage has extensive NFL experience, as an 
assistant coach with the Cleveland Browns (under 
defensive coordinator Nick Saban), Director of 
Player Personnel for the Baltimore Ravens and 
Senior Vice President and General Manager of 
the Browns. 

Barry Krauss, an all-American linebacker for 
the Crimson Tide, will head to the sidelines in his 
second year on the network. Krauss, who led 
Bama to the national championship in 1978, was 
a first round draft choice of the Baltimore Colts in 
1979, playing in the league until 1991. 


“THE NICK SABAN SHOW” and “HEY, COACH” 


Tom Roberts will celebrate his 30th season on 
he network this fall. He hosts the CTSN pre-game 
show and the game broadcast from the press 
box. 
Chris Stewart and Tyler Watts start and end 
he game-day broadcast on radio and handle the 
network’s tape delay telecasts and live pay-per- 
view telecasts. Stewart is in his seventh season on 
he network, where he is also the voice of men’s 
basketball and baseball. Watts, who starred at 
quarterback for Bama from 1999 to 2001, begins 
his second full season on the network. 

The CTSN broadcast is produced by Tom 
Stipe, in his 26th season with the network. Stipe 
also serves as president of the Southeastern 
Conference Broadcasters Association. Butch 
Owens stands behind Gold every week as the 
spotter for his 20th year on the Bama crew. Brian 
Roberts begins his 1th year as the statistician for 
the broadcast. Jim Carabin oversees the Bama 
broadcasts in his role as general manager of 
Crimson Tide Sports Marketing. 

This season, CTSN will dedicate its broadcasts 
to the memory of Bert Bank, who formed the 
netwok more than 50 years ago. The network’s 
producer-emeritus, Mr. Bank passed away on June 
22nd at the age of 94.
